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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 6 are pending. Claim 5 has been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

No new subject matter has been added to the specification. 

The Abstract was objected to and has been amended to overcome the objections. 

Claims 1 9 5 and 6 were objected to for informalities which have been corrected by the 
amendments to the claims. 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) in view of Kazuyuki JP 2001199076. 
Claims 2-4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 in view of Kazuyuki. These rejections are 
overcome by the amendments to the claims. Specifically, the subject matter of claitn 5 deemed 
allowable in item no 8 of the 11/25/05 Office Action has been added to independent claim 1. 
Hence claim 1 and all other claims dependent thereon are allowable. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon has been reviewed but is not considered , 
material to the patentability of the invention.

It should be noted that the above arguments are directed towards certain patentable 
distinctions between the claims and the prior art cited.
